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Starting in the summer of 1948, garrisoned police alert units were formed 
and weapons training and officer candidate schools were established; 


in i950, fdinoclly, the first maritime police units were set up and prepara- 
tory work was started for the buildup of an aviation police. 


Thus, in 1950 already, one year prior to the start of the establishment of! 
the West German Federal Border Guard in the FRG, the garrisoned forces ot! 
the People's Police, Border Police, and Naritime Police--which were under 
the GOR Interior Ministry--revealed a personnel strength of 88,000 men. 

1c that time, the inspector-general of the People's Police was the old- 
Line communist Heinz Hoffmann, who today is the defense minister of the 
UR and who acquired his military experience during the Spanish Civil W 

in the "International Brigades." 


[The buildup of the force--which, starting in 1952 was officially referred 
to as the KVP (Garrisoned People's Police)--progressed rapidl. In 1952, 
the blue police uniforms were replaced by olive-brown uniforms and the 
police ranks were replaced by military ranks. Heinz Hoffmann, who was 
promoted to lieutenant general, built up a uniform digh Command for the 
KVP and, as the forerunner of the subsequent military district, he estab- 
lished two "territorial administrations of the KVP." At the same time, 
the first KVP officers were detailed to attend schools and academies of 
the Soviet Army. Finally, GDR Interior Minister Willi Stoph in the middle 
9f 1955 resigned his office. With the rank of colonel-general, he became 
the commander of the KVP which at the same time was taken out of the 
ministry and was thus ready at the right time in order, after the "spon- 
taneous’ People's Chamber resolution of January 1956, to assume the new 
office of "Minister of National Defense." Just 6 weeks later, on 1 March 
1956, which is considered the birthdate of the NVA, the first untts al- 
ready appeared in public and early in October of the same year, Stoph, in 
an order of the day, observed that the NVA has been organized. in aadition 
to the name, only the uniform has been changed: It is once again field-gray 
and as far as the cut is concerned, it is the same old unitorm, that of th 
Nehrmach* [World War |I German Armed Forces], including the braid on the 
cuffs of the dress blouse, the silver "sleeve stripes" for the company 
first sergeants, the parade belts and buckles, swords, dress daggers and 
riding britches for the otficers as well as red stripes down the trouser 
leg for the generals. Only the steel helmet looks new but it had beer 
Joveloped already back in 1944 by the Army Ordnance Bureau and did not 
prevent bad memories from being aroused among the Easter neighboring 


nations 

The rest is routine: All units of the NVA were included in the united 
fighting forces of the WP (Warsaw Pact); the CDR defense minister becomes 
the deput f their supreme commander. Modern weapons came trom the USSR 


ind joint exercises within che WP context followed. In August 1961, the 
VA passed its first rather macabre trial: together with Soviet troops it 


rovided security tor the construction of the Berlin Wall.

When we cong ‘or the plays advertised, including notable successes of last season 
like °The fortuitous Middle Ages® by Romulus Guga (Little Theater), "The Coolness” 
by Marin Sorescu (sulandra” in Sibiu), "Medusa's Raft"/Pluta medusei/ (Petrosant ), 
"The Game of Life ani Death in the Desert of Ashes" by Horia Lo.inesou ( "Nottara" 
in Iasi and the German Theater in Timisoara, now revived ir Craiova and the 4un- 
garian section of the National Theater in Tirgu Mures), as well as the new player 
published and prepared in the last few weeks on several stages, as for example ®An 
Oeteclogioal Study..." and "The Thief of Eagles” »y Dwiitru Radu Popescu, Marin 
Preda's posthumous play, “Moromete's south,” and "The Rain ard tive Investigator" 
by Leonida Teodorescu, we are entitled to conclude that the diversity of style and 
mudject matter of current drametrrgy ‘e wider than ever. We have also seen how 
much the public likes some of the current writings and hew appreciative the crit- 
ies are, Woo have distinguished the literary creations of broad scope in cormpeti- 
tion. 


To be gure misbegotten plays Clatly reproducing petty circumstances are stili ap- 
pearing, and the by-products of lo.al or central triflers presented in phantom 
performances with very short rum are still leaping over all the barriers, some- 
times unfortunately even in the national theaters. But the present period of ori- 
ginal dramaturgy is characterised by the vigorous and expressive realien of a di- 
rect or symbolic formula, in modern theatrical conventions that are cleansed of 
facto.ogy and resect descriptiviem and illustrativiem., Adrian Dohotaru's play for 
example, investigating the condition of youths who ‘o not find jobs and shirk their 
a°Cial oblitgations, has an interesting documentary approach reminiscent of dramt- 
ic reporting. “Happy Lament for 4 Orain of Wandering Dust" is a juicy piece of 
buffoonery in the popular spirit, fervently ridiculing religious ranias and super- 
stitions. Leonida Teocdoreseu's "The Rain and the Investigator® is a parable of 
the responsibility each of us has for the other. Marin Sorescu's “etusa's Raft® 
a6 an ontological comedy brings up the modern scientist's soral obligations in a 
metrphorical treatment of broad poetic and philosophical scope. Dumitru Radu Po- 
pescu's "An Osteological Study..." is a rich am vivid chronicle in Brechtien style 
of 30 years of a Transylvanian settlement. 


The writers' approach is profoundly realistic and uniform in that respect. The 
diversity of the creative methods and the modes and styles is a natural corollary 
of the development and differentiation of the personalities. Theoretical attempte 
to develop only certain ways of changing reality and to discredit others are de- 
void of reason. Poetry, painting, music and other artes now naturally resort to 
astyliging, abstractions an! metaphors to broaden the horizon of understanding of 
the world, Intellectualizing the public, continuing evolution of taste, increas- 
ingly profound kmowledre of the most varied creative works in our own past (from 
Bolintinearm to Arghezi ami from Aleceantri to Lucian Blaga), frequent exchanges 
with cther cultures, ad the present verve of the innovating trend result in works 
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‘ragmente, "The Rings, Barrings and Tinsel." A new form has bean given to Dela- 
vrancea's famous drama “Sundown® (Teast), and the same author's "lagi-Tudose”™ has 
occasioned a notewortiy staging of the Bucharest National (The play is aiso beim 
performed in Mirlad), %. M. Zamfiresou's ive Nastasia” (Jalati) and Minall Sor- 
bu's "Red Passion® (Sratla) are aleo notable here. Plays of Vasile VYolculescu, o. 
Siprian and Radu Stanoa are in preparation. 


't ie not much in all and perhaps not enough, but the effort is noteworthy especi- 
lly because colleagues or other theatrical people have sometimes urred us, “Let 
us allow the old plays to have their well-deserved sleep.® To maintain the state 
f torpor i: e field, they aleo advance the argument, unsupported by facts, that 
time hae rede all the hierarchies and therefore there would be no point in looxing 
for what has not been confirmed by success "in its tim,” Somecty even sneeringly 
called the intensive investigation of the national dramaturgical reserve a “bogy- 
man.” Even if I did not mention the eneer, which started at a colloquium and sub- 
sequently reached paper, somewhat soiling the page in question, I would have to 
point out that thie “begyman® (according to the dictionary, a supermtura: being 
wed to scare children) resulted in publication of monumental volumes of dramatur- 
ey by Aleceandri (alec sutrarizing some still unperformed plays!), Brinescu, Dela- 
vrancea, Macedonski, Duilivu Zanfiresev, Liviu Rebreanu, 5, M. Zanfirescu, Al. Kri- 
teecu et al., restorations of plays of Slavici, Adrian Maniu, Dan Botta, WN. oO, 
Socea, Hortensia “apadat-Sengescu, Tudor Arghesi et -, Aiscovery of some unknowm 
plays of Mihai Sauleecu, Gheorghe Sraescu, Anton Holban et al., premieres of some 
forgotten, overlooked plays, etc. Mow could "their time” classify ani grade plays 
f Iordache Solescu, Hasdeu, “Nicolae [orga, Gd I. Minsescu and mary others tns' 
were never performed, were prohibited, remained in manuscript form, were printed 
in obecure editions or fourrnals and sometines posthumously. It is clear that the 
theater joes not have to form a separate opinion in this respect at all concerning 
nistorical-literary or artistic research, making ite contribution to the record 
of the nation's spiritual values in ite characteristic way, that is by perform 
ing and offering contemporaries current opinions about th old dramaturgy for 
fefinitive class‘ fications. 


Tt ie true that some of these performances, whether wiinspired or too timid, “ave 
shown mediocre regults, but these regu’te have also included many (very many in 
some seasons ioreign products on Romanian stages. This does not mean in any way 
that we should give up isporting them, although the caliber of some of them is far 
below what we have such as ‘arces, misical comedies ami sentimental piays ‘for ex- 
ample’ in our own repertoire. I. Yalan (not performed today) is uncuestionahbly 
better than Pierre S»esnot who, probably tc sis own surpr’se, is present at about 
ten places in Romania, ‘ust as the *rifle called "Oin-Rumy” is in no way conmpar- 
able with let us say "The Transficuration” /Sctinbares la fata/, a coredy by 3. HM. 
Zamfirescu that is still unperformed.

The cessation of outpatient mandatory medical treatment is ae- 
cided by the commission mentioned in Article 8, at the request of the pa- 
tient, of the prosecutor or of the other persons mentioned in Articie 10, 
with the advice of the psychiatrist in the polyclinic dispensary or only at 
his proposal. 


Articie 19. The provisions of Article 9, paragraphs ¢ and 35, and Articie 
1) are also applied accordingly with regard to the decisions on continuing, 
changing or ceasing the mandatory medical treatzent, 


Article 20, The socialist unite in which patients -or whom the cessation 
of mandatory medical treatment was ordered are or w employed have the 
obligation, in the case in which they have the cape y for work intact, to 
provide for the rerformance or the resumption of their activity in work- 
places corresponding to the commission's instructions. In the case in 
which the patient's capacity for adaptation is not suited to the demands of 
the old workplace, a change in workplace will be made at the commission's 
airection. 


Mental patients who, prior to Mandatory medical treatgent, were not em- 
ployed and who are oriented by the com .ssion that orcered the cessation of 
treatment toward vocations auited to their aptitudes and level of training 
Wiis be employed in suitabie workplaces. 


Mental patients who, at the end of mancatory gedice|’ treatment, have a re- 
fuced capacity for work will be employed in workplaves corresponding to the 
recommendation of the commission for medical evaluation and recovery of the 
sapacity for work. 


The socialist units have the obligation to employ, in suitable workplaces, 
all categories of mental patients mentioned in the preceding paragrr phs. 





The county directorates for work probleas and social welfare and that o! 
the Bunicipaiity of Bucharest will provide for the assignment tc work of 
mente. patiente who have taken mandatory sedical treatment and who have 
wuch an indication from the health bodies, 


Chapter IV 
Control of Decisions and Responsibilities 


‘ticle 21, The Ministry of Health io responsible for the way in which the 
Vielons of the present decree are appiied and controls and guides ‘he 
entire activity of the health uaite upon which there devolve tasks in pro- 

viding Bedical assistance for dangerous mental patients, 


Yne Minietry of Health and the Aisietry of Labor, toge her with the other 
central bodies involved, analyze annually the way in which assistance has 
been given to dangerous wentel patients and the way in which their integra- 
tion into activity has been achieved, taking su,table steps. 


Article 22, in order to verify the manner of application of the provisions 
of the present decree, the commission mentioned in Article 8 communicates 
in writing, within 24 hours, to the iocal prosecutor's office in whose ter- 
ritorial range the hospital is iccated, the decision on the institution of 
mandatory medical treatment or the decision on continuing, changing or 
ceasing the mandatory medical treatment, 


Article 23, The bodies of the prosecutor's office in whose territorial 
range there are hospitals in which dangerous wental patients are confined 
will periodically verify ex officio the legality of the confinement ana the 
conditions of hospitalization. 


Article 24. A protest against the medical commission's decision by means 
of which the institution, continuation, changing or cessation of mendatory 
medical treatment was ordered can be lodged by the one with regera to whos 
such a decision was made, the persons mentioned in Article i0, the prosec.- 
tor and any other person. 


The judging of the protest cowes within the jurisdiction of the court in 
whose territorial range there is located the health unit where there oper- 
ates the commiesion that wade the decision. 


Article 25. The judging of the protest is done immediately. 


The court, Judging the protest, verifies the legality of the sedical cos- 
Bission's cecision, it being able to order the gaking of a psychiatric med- 
icolegal evaluation and to administer any other tests that it considcrs 
necessary in order to establish if, with regard to the patient's behavior 
and ganifestations, the conditions mentioned in article 2 of the present 
decree, for applying the mandatory mwedical treatment, were met. 














in ail cases, the court will hear the pera@on with regard to whom the Ganda- 
tory medical treatment was inatituted, 


The trial takes place with the providing of an official defender by the 
court for the one with regard to whom the mandatory medical treatment was 
inetituted, if he does not have a defender chosen, 


The participation of the prosecutor in the trial is mandatory. 


the court decides on, as the case gay be, the continuation, modification or 
oeaeal.ou of the appiication of the decision by means of which the mandato- 
ry @edical treatment was ordered, 


Articie 26, The decision by means of which the court resolved the protest 
is subject to appeai. 


After the decision becomes final, the wedical file will be returned to the 
coMmission that decided on mandatory medical treatment. 


Article 27, The provisions of articles 25 and 26 are supplemented accord- 
ingly with the provisions of the Code of Criminal Frocedure. 


Article 28, The confinement of a person as a dangerous gental patient and 
the inetitution or continuation of mandatory medical treatment without com- 
plying with the provisions of the present decree entail, as the case may 
be, material, civil, disciplinary or criminal responsibility. 


Chapter V 
Final and Transitional Provisions 


Article 29, The Ministry of Health and the county people's councils and 
that of the municipality of Buchareat will vake steps to provide the mate- 
rial base, the medicine and the personnel needed for properly carrying out 
assistance for dangerous mental patients, within the framework of the ap- 
proved economic and financial indicators. 


The Ministry of Healt will take steps to train and improve the medical 
personnel needed for -roviding medical assistance for dangerous mental pa- 
tients and to achieve a unified system of records of then. 


The people's councils will provide in accordance with the legal provi- 
sions, the farmland needed by the health units for organizing and develop- 
ing the activities of ergotherapy. 


Article 30, The health bodies have the obligation to provide transporta- 
tion for patients who are to be confined and for th ese with regard to whos 
this measure has ceasec and for their companion:. 


The executive committees or bureaus of the people's councils will give help 
for transporting the persons mentioned in Paragraph |.

Article 51, At the request of the medical personnel, the executive comit- 
teeo or bureaus of the people's councils, through the commissions for edu- 

cation, health and culture or persons delegated for thie purpose, wil. give 
the help needed for applying the measures regarding assistance for danger- 

ous Mental patiente. 


Article 32, Drug adaicts who, because of chronic intoxication with alco- 

hol, narcotice or other such substances, are in one of the situations men- 
tioned in Article 2 are also subject to the provisions of the present de- 

cree, 


Ar’ icle 35, The requests, protests and other documents in connection with 
the institution, continuetion, changing or cessation of mandatory medical 
\reatwent are exempt from any fees. 


The mandatory swedical treatment, done on an outpatient basis or under con- 
ditions of hospitalization, and the continement of mental patiente and of 
those mentioned in Article 5° are free. 


Article 34, The provisions of the Penal Code and the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure are applicable to dangerous mental patients who have committed acts 
provided by criminal law. 


Article 55. Dangerous mental patients confined for mandatory medical 
treatment in accordance with the provisions of Decree No 12/1965 will be 
reexamined, within 30 day: after the date of publication of the present de- 
cree in BULETINUL OFICIAL AL PBPUBLICII SOCIALISTB ROMANIA, by che medical 
commission mentioned in Article 8, which will proceed in accordance with 
Article 17, 





The cases in the course of being resolved will be handied in accordance 
with the provisions of the present decree,
